Tiday the victors, debtors to 
the “Jes, godfuthers to the 
vanquished, see themselves be- 
tpg hustled to the brink of an 
even more lunatic ruin by a 
couple of muscle-bound big 
brothers, each neumsthenic and 
fearful, because of the existence 
of the other. 


The brighter side 


I spend much of my tima 
looking on this curlous scene 
from the remoter sidelines, They 
tend to be hotter in climate, 
cooler in temper. I have even 


been deluded far away from the 
newspapers, that even the 
twentleth-century world had 
moments of tranquillity, and 
rensonablenesa and the impulse 
to good will,

50s. 

At leant we know what we are 
up against. Now that both the 
Bin Boys held the Ace of Clubs 
- af which we saw some faint 
fore-shadow at Bikini — the 
chances of nobody touching Jt 
off are, in’ my view, Immensely 
improved. 

Morcover the chances of both 
sides doing what they bnsically 
wont to do—hand over the re- 
sponsibillty—are better. 

Lilienthal, retiring chairman 
of the Atomle Energy Commis- 
sion, knew that the American 
proposition for control, the 
Baruch Plan, was too tough for 
the Russlans; already he hints 
nt a new plan under discussion, 
which, becnuso no one has yet 
thought up the jargon to de- 
nounce it, may suddenly be ac-

. Even that may not mean more 
than words on paper, but who 
are we, adrift In the twentieth- 
century to thrust away straws? 

People ore all right: the 
trouble ts Peoples. 

Ever since the days of that 
old German Kant, wise men 
have watched the contrast be- 
tween the rule of law between 
man and man, and the anarchy 
between Sovereign States and 
Sovereign States.
